No. 7rtJ.l-2(l)-l/63 — The following draft of certain 
amendments to the Employees’ State Insurance (General) 
Regulations, 1950, which the Employees’ State Insurance 
Corporation proposes to make in exercise of the powers 
conferred by Section 97 of the Employees’ State Insur- 
ance Act, 1948 (34 of 1948), is published as required by 
sub-section ( 1 ) of the said section for the information 
of all persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is 
hereby given that the draft amendments will be taken into 
consideration on or after 30th April 1964. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received 
from any person with respect to the said draft amend- 
ments before the date specified above will be considered 
by the said Corporation. 

Draft Amendments to the E.S.L ( General ) Regulations . 

1950 

In the said Regulations : — 

L After the existing proviso to sub-ReguIation (1) of 
Regulation 10, the following proviso shall be inserted ; — 

"Provided further that where for an area administer- 
ed by the Union Government there is no Council of 
Ministers, the Chairman of the Corporation may nomi- 
nate such other persons, as he may deem fit, to be the 
ex-officio Chairman and ex-officio Vice-Chairman of the 
Regional Board, under clauses (a) and (b) above.” 

2. After Regulation 96, the following Regulation 96-A 
shall be inserted : — 

" Regulation 96-A Reimbursement of expenses incurred 
in respect of medical treatment.— Claims for reimburse- 
ment of expenses incurred in respect of medical treatment 
of insured person and (where such medical benefit is 
extended to his family) his family may be accepted in 
circumstances and subject to such conditions as thet 
Corporation may by general or special order specify.” 
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3, In Regulation 98, in clause (ii) the words “other 
than Tuberculosis, Leprosy, mental and malignant 
diseases'’ shall be omitted; 

for clause (iii) the following may be substituted ; 

" (hi) who has been under medical treatment for Tuber- 
culosis, Leprosy, Mental or Malignant diseases or 
Fracture of Lower Extremity, duly certified in accor- 
dance with these Regulations after the employee has 
been under such treatment for a continuous period of 
twelve months or more, notwithstanding the provisions 
of clauses (i) and (ii).”
